E ighteen tragedies, resulting in the 
deaths of nineteen persons, occurred 
in A dam s County during the y ear now’ 
closing—a record which has not been 
equaled for a long lime. 
Of this lis’t 
of violent deaths, num bering alm ost 
a score, three were suicides, three 
burned to death, several w ere the re­ 
sult of driving accidents, fivedrowned, 
while the rem ainder m et o ther tragic 
ends.Several unsuccessful a tte m p ts at 
suicide, th e deaths of form er resi­ 
dents of the town and county who 
were killed elsewhere, and a num ber 
of sudden deaths here from natural 
causes are not included in the follow­ 
ing list. 
The first tragedy of the y ear occurr­ 
ed near E ast Berlin on Ja n u a ry 14, 
when Ervin H. Myers had his skull 
crushed while cutting dowrn a tree. 
The tree split and a large portion 
dropped on the man whose injuries 
caused death not long afterw ard . 
F eb ru ary l l Mrs. G. VV. Steinour, of 
G ettysburg, was fatally burned while 
thaw ing out w ater pipes with a coal 
oil torch, dying during the day from 
the burns sustained. 
The following day Miss Ja n e Collins 
burned to death while alone in her 
home n ear 
Bonneauville. 
No 
one 
reached the house in tim e to find out 
how’ 
the accident 
occurred, 
but 
it 
was 
th o u g h t 
het 
clothing 
caught 
while she was kinohng fire in a iftove. 
Two days afte r this occurrence 
Elias S teinour was burned to death in 
a fire which consumed the house of 
Mrs. 
Reekier along the Taneytow n 
road near town. 
The cause of the 
fire has alw ays been a m y stery and 
talk of foul play was frequent for 
days a fte r the tragedy. 
The c j oner 
made an investigation and fo'.md 
indications which would point t » that 
theory but there are still m any people 
who think the house was set on fir* 
a fte r Mr. Steinour was robbed. 
On March 20 
Jam es 
Herley, 
of 
Maria F urnace, com mitted suicide by 
shooting him self a fte r m aking an u n ­ 
successful a tte m p t on the life of B er­ 
nice C arbaugh, a form er sw eetheart. 
Herley died shortly a fte r inflicting his 
own injuries and Miss C arbaugh wst- 
in a serious condition in the York hos­ 
pital for some tim e but ultim ately re 
covered. 
Two weeks later, on April 3, C h a r­ 
les Rote was killed in the Biglerville 
cold storage plant. 
It was his last 
day of work and he was going up on 
a freight elevator which got beyond 
control. 
He was crushed by th e top 
of the shaft. 
The body of Jacob C. W agner, of 
Mount Pleasant township, was fo u n i 
not fa r from his home on April 15 
afte r ap p a ren tly having been exposed 
for several days. 
An investigation 
followed and a coroner’s jury decide*! 
th a t he had com m itted suicide by ta k ­ 
ing either cyanide of potassium 
or 
strychnine. 
Mr. W agner had been a r ­ 
rested on a charge of forgery and it 
was th ought th a t his futile efforts to 
secure bail caused him to take his life. 
Mrs. K ate l,atshaw , aged 85 years, 
of E ast Berlin, was found in the Cone- 
wago Creek n ear E ast Berlin on May 
18. 
It w as surm ised th a t she had 
w andered aw ay from her home and, 
being unable to help herself, drowned 
quickly when she fell into th e stream . 
Sunday, Ju ly 7, the quarry pond at 
B ittinger w’a s the scene of a double 
drow ning when George Gordon, of 
Hanover, got beyond his depth while 
w ading in the pond and Eugene R ift, 
of Midway, tried to rescue him. both 
men going down. 
A nother tragedy took place a t Bit­ 
tinger on Ju ly 
29 
when 
Cornelius 
Hugh, a laborer at th e lime kiln1-, was 
struck by a loaded runaw ay car which 
jum ped from the incline and killed 
him instantly. 
H ugh had boon r e s t­ 
ing a t the side of the track. 
Morris Moul, aged 17, a resident of 
A boot I *town. was killed on the ever- 
ing * f A u g u st 12 w’hen he rode his b i­ 
cycle into a team driven by George 
Sockman. 
Y oung Moul carried no 
lichi and Mr. Lockm an did not know 
until the following m orning tho* an 
accident had occurred. 
An injury t> 
the boy’s abdom en caused his death 
inside of an hour. 
Fairfield w as the scene of a sad 
drowning on S eptem ber 24 when John 
W. Bupp, the y ear old son of Mr. and

Claim Ordinance was not Violat­ 


ed. 
Decision Reserved. 


A hearing w as held before Squire 
Hill this m orning in the case of the 
Borough of G ettysburg ag a in st M ark 
K. E ckert charged with violation of 
the recent ordinance regarding the 
erection of fram e buildings and the 
placing of wooden roofs. 
A fter h ea r­ 
ing evidence and argum ent the J u s ­ 
tice reserved his decision. 
W itnesses were produced to show 
th a t the new residence of Mr. E ckert 
on Springs avenue has a roof of wood­ 
en .shingles and John W. Crowe, the 
architect, also testified on cross ex­ 
am ination th a t the rem ainder of the 
house was of Nat co hollow tile and 
plaster, m aking all but the roof fire­ 
proof construction. 
J. Donald Swope, Esq., who rep re ­ 
sented 
Mr. 
Eckert, contended 
th a t 
the nature of a building was not to 
be determ ined by its roof but rath er 
by the ch aracter of the m aterial in 
the walls, th a t the fact th at the build­ 
ing was part of fire proof m aterial— 
even though other portions were of 
wood—allowed its construction w ith­ 
out interference with the ordinance. 
Mr. Swope cited a Suprem e C ourt de­ 
cision to sustain his contention. The 
defense also argued that the ordin­ 
ance did not govern the n atu re of the 
roofs on any so rt of building in the 
borough other th an those 15 x 15 in 
dimensions. 
Robert E. Wible, attorney for the 
town council, conducted the case foi 
the borough.

Dynamite Trial 


They Are Charged With Conspiracy to 


Illegally Transport 
Explosives on 


Passenger Trains. 


Indianapolis, Iud.. Dec. 27.—The fate 
•f the forty labor union officials, ac­ 
cused of complicity in the McNamara 
dynamite plots, now rests with the 
Jury. 
Federal .Judge Anderson instructed 
the jury and ordered it to retire. 
All 
the verdicts, while separate as to each 
defendant, are to be returned at out* 
time. 
"How long will the jury be out?" 
was the question asked as the jurors 
tiled out. A bads for a belief that ver­ 
dicts would not be reached when court 
opened and that the Jurors might re­ 
quire a longer time was found in the 
court’s instruction to “carefully weigh 
all the evidence in the case." 
It re­ 
quired almost twelve weeks to intro 
duce the evidence. 
The defendants to await the out­ 
come include: 
Frank M. Ryan, president of the In 
ternational Association of Bridge and 
Structural Ironworkers, of which John 
J. McNamara, the confessed dynami­ 
ter, was once secretary, and various 
executive board members of that un­ 
ion. 
Herbert S. Hockln, accused as an 
accomplice of Orle E. McManigal, an­ 
other confessed dynamiter. 
Olar A. Tveltmoe, secretary of the 
California Building Trades Council. 
Eugene A. Clancy, San Francisco. 
J. FL Munsey, Salt Lake City, Utah. 
The three last named are charged 
with promoting the Los Angeles Times 
explosion, In which twenty-one persons 
lost their lives 
These men are not charged under 
the federal laws with personally c a u s ­ 
ing any explosion. They are charged 
with conspirac y to violate the federal 
laws and with aiding in an illegal 
transportation of dynamite and nitro­ 
glycerine on passenger trains. 
In closing his argument to the Jury, 
District Attorney Miller again referred 
to the argument of I’nited States Sen­ 
ator John W. Kern, counsel for the de­ 
fendants. 
Senator Kern had left the 
c ity, saying he was going to W ashing 
ton. 
Mr. Miller said: 
“The Los Angeles Times building I 
explosion was c alled the < rime of the 
century, hut the real crime of the cen­ 
tury was this conspiracy. It would be 
an everlasting disgrace to our country 
and to our civilization lf these forty 
conspirators are not convicted. 
“Gentlemen of the jury, a United 
States senator, sworn to uphold the 
laws of his country, has dared to stand 
before you in defense of these enemieg 
of the republic. You should find their- 
conspirators guilty and put your seal 
of condemnation u|»on such conduct by 
a United States senator.” 
Judge Anderson in his charge de­ 
fined conspiracy tinder 
the 
United 
States statutes, spoke of the credi­ 
bility of witnesses, and said that lf 
the jurors believed any part of the 
evidence of McManigal a id Edward 
Clark, both of whom pleaded guilty, 
and found that they were materially 
substantiated, they should then give 
their entire* testimony such we’ght as 
Iii their opinion it deserves. The jury 
then retire*’.
